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A BREMARKABLE PEOPLE. 


A Sect Among Whom There are 
no Criminals. 

The Slavonic novelist, M. Sacher- 
Masoch, has recently given an inter- 
esting lecture to a Paris audience on 
the Jewish sects in Galicia, in the 
course of which he described the Kar- 
aites, who acknowledged only the first 
book of Moses as their religious guide. 
The Karaites, said the eminent Jewish 
author, are the Jasenites of Judaism. 
They base their beliefs on the love of 
the divine; they are virtuous for vir- 
tue’ssake. W — reason and revela- 
tion agree, they say, “we accept 
them as two excellent things, but 
where they disagree we must hold 
with revelation, for if reason had been 
sufficient,revelations would have been 
superfiuous.’’ The Karaites consider 
that it is not allowed to discuss the 
fandamenta! bases of revelation. An- 
other of their precepts is: ‘if you 
cannot do that whica vou would lke 
to do, you must be willing to do what 
you can.’’. The life of the Karaites is 
very virtuous; they pray in Hebrew 
with bent heads; in the East they 
never light a fire, and in Galicia, 
where the climate is more rigorous 
they let Christians light it for 
them. The sect numbers about 40,000 
in Galicia. One peculiarity by which 
they are distinguished from all other 
Jews is that they consider that com- 
merce in goods which they themselves 
have not produced to be illicit, for 
which reason they are all agricultur- 
ists or stewards. Until lately they 
were exempt from military service, 
but at present they are employed in 
the ambulances. M. Sacher-Masoch 
states on the authority of a historian 
that no Karaite has been condemned 
in any law court in Poland for the last 
four centuries. 
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THE PEABODY BEQUEST. 


A Statement of its Present Condi- 
tion. 

The London Times contains the fol- 
lowing: The 22d annual report of the 
Trustees of the Peabody Donation 
Fand has been issued. The report, 
after a reference to the lamented death 
of the Earl of Iddesleigh, who for the 
past 18 years has taken an active part 
in the affairs of the trust, announce 
that*the net gain of the year from renis 
and interest bas been £29,656 5s 5d. 


The sum given and bequeathed by 
Mr. Peabody was, in 1862, £150,000; in 
1866, £100,000; in 1868, £100,000, and in 
1873, £150,000, making a total of £500,- 
000, to which has been added money 
received forrent and interest, £410,- 
668 38 1d, making the total fund on 
the 3ist of December last £910,- 
668 3s 1d. Of the £390,000 
borrowed of the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners and others, mentioned 
in the last report, the trustees have 
paid off £88,666 138 4d, leaving a bal- 
ance unpaid of £301,333 6s 9d. Within 
the past year the trustees have ex- 
pended on land and buildings £5,911, 
lls 8d, making the total expenditures 
to the end of the year £1,216,462 2s 7d, 
and during the year five blocks of 
buildings at Old Pie street, Westmins- 
ter, containing 262 rooms, bave been 
opened. Up tw theend of the year the 
trustees have provided for the ertisan 
and laboring poor of London 11,150 
rooms besides bath-pooms, laundries 
aud wasb-houses, occupied by 20,228 
persons. These rooms comprise 5,014 
separate dwellings—say 74 of four 
rooms, 1,782 of three rooms, 2,350 of 
two rooms, and 808 of one roc m.

The Canadians are still evidently 
preparing for a bluff game over the 
fishery question, but others seem 
to have some idea of what the re- 
sult will be if they insist on what 
they consider to be the true mean- 
ing of the law of 1818. The New 
Brunswick Telegraph says, refer- 
ring to the late Act passed by Con- 
gress: 

We venture to avsert that the full 
gravity of the situation bas not dawned 
upon this community. Our neighbors 
have resorted to the last alternative 
nextto war. War itself must in time 
result from enforced non-intercourse 
between two communities, situated as 
the Dominion and the Republic are. 
Shall we, in the face of such conditions, 
goon enforcing the customs regula- 
tions as to American fishing vessels 
wiich were applied last year? If so, 
shali we have non-intercourse with its 
econ as above, brought on. We 

lieve the President will act as the 

aw declares he shal! act, and if so, we 
are face to face with the international 
crisis of the gravest character. 


Los Angeles merchants are on 
the war-path and talk of combining 
against the merchants of 8 +n Fran- 
ciseo, and hereafter purchasing in 
the Fast. The feeling grew out of 
the recent action of the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Health, in quaran- 
tining against San Pedro, the sea- 
port of Los Angeles, on account of 
sma!l-pox. Many stories have of 
late months been circulated in Cen- 
tral and Northern Ualifornia antag- 
onistic to tie interests of Los 
Angeles and its environs, whose cit- 
izens naturally regard the action of 
the San Francisco Board as an ef- 
fort to fasten an official stigma on 
their section. . 


The Secretary of the Treasury 
has just passed upou several small 
claims for Indian depredations 
which took place in Washington 
Territory over 30 years ago.

Commission, as it must elect its own 
Chairman. Cooley was recently ap- 
pointed by Judge Gresham receiver of 
the Wabash Ratlread, 

Aldate F. Walker isa Vermont law- 
yer, about 44 years old, a Republican 
in politics, who stadied law with Sen- 
ator Edmunds, se:ved as Colonel in 
the Union army, and has since prac- 
ticed law at Rutland, Inthe Vermont 
Senate he has taken a leading part in 
framing legistation to solve the rail- 
way problem, and has given much 
study to the question. * 

Augustus Schoonmaker is a laWyer 
of Kingston, New York, and was al- 
ways a c.0se personal and political 
friend of Governor Tilden. He suc- 
ceeded Mr. Fairchild as Attorney Gen- 
eral of New York State, 

Mr. Bragg bas been a leading Dem- 
ocrat of Alabama for some years. In 
1881 he was made President of the 
Alabama State Railroad Commission, 
and served io that position four years, 
during which time many important 
questions arising between the rail- 
roads and their customers were satis- 
factorily adjusted.

Preliminary Neariag of the Case 
Before Justice Young This 
Afternoon. ; 

The hearing in the case against 

L, J. Moore, charged with the mur- 

der of bis daughter Alice, was com- 

meuced in Justice Young’s Court 
this afternoon at 1 o’clock. The 

State was represeuted by District 

Attorney Evans and the defendant 

by Judges King and Webster. The 

first witness called was the reputed 
wife, Mra. Laura A. Moore,a woman 

52 years of age, with silvered hair. 

She stated how, some 25 years ago, 

she ran away from her hus- 


vand, Wm. Blackstone, to whom 
elie was married in Portland, Or., 
in April, 1853, and went with Moore 
to Vancouver, Washington Terri- 
tory. They afterwards lived as 
man and wife in Walla Walis, W. 
T.; Yreka, Cal.; Humboldt county, 
this State; Portland, Oregon; The 
Dalles, W.T.; Silver City, Idaho, 
and some five years ago they 
came to Glendale Township, this 
county, where they have since 
fived. During those years she bore 
five children to Meore, the oldest 
of whieh is 22 years. 

District Attorney—How did you 
come to run away with Mr. Moore? 
Ans wer—He coaxed meaway. He 
said he had a good home for me, 
and I found he had none. 

Question—During all these years 
that you lived with Moore, was the 
marriage ceremony between he and 
you ever performed? Answer—! 
do not know of any. He always 
said | was not his wife. There was 
some kind of a ceremony performed 
the night 1 ran away with him. It 
was by a Methodist minister. 

Q.-—How long did you live with 
Blackstone? A.—Seven years. 

When the District Atiorvey 
commenced to inquire of the wit- 
ness about her life and that of 
Moore and their children in this 
county, Judge Webster requested 
that he be allowed to cross question 
her, which was granted. This was 
in progress at 2:30 o’clock. 

LATER—At half-past 3 o’clock 
Mrs. Moore was engaged in telling 
the Court how Alice was killed by 
her father on the vight of April 1, 
1885. She said he had been shear- 
ing sheep and did not come home 
until about 8 o’clock; that he 
whipped Alice brutaily, then ate 
his supper; that while eating, Alice 
said it was the last whipping he 
would ever give her; that after fin- 
ishing his supper he knocked her 
down and fell upon bis kn-es on 
her breast; that the girl cried for 
help, and ber brother, Lafayette, 
going to her relief, was knocked 
aside; that the wituess rau out of 
doors and cried for help; that after- 
wards she entered the kitchen, 
where the act was committed, and 
found Alice dying. 

It being 4 o’clock the reporter 
was obliged to withdraw. The tes- 
timony was being written down as 
given.

About Chinamen. 

The Eastern papers ir reviewing the 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of Baldwin, one of 
the Nicolaus anti-Chinese rioters, de- 
nounced Congress for not having 
passed laws for the protection of the 
Chinese. One of them takes occasion 


to say that “this decision leaves the 
poor Chinaman entirely at the mercy 
of the Pacific Coast, except so far 
as be may secure protection under 
the laws of the State, which, we fear, 
in many instances he will 
ask for in vain.” When Congress 
takes up this matter, it might be as 
well to consider the fact that the peo- 
ple of California are left entirely to the 
mercy of idiots on the Atlantic Coast. 
Laws for our protection should be 
passed, and it would not be a bad idea 
to a national libel law for the 
ng of slandered vommunities. 

eSan Francisco Jost says: Why 
it should be unlawful to traduce a man 
in bis individual capacity and lawful 
to slander thousands in the aggregate, 
would be difficult to say. Undersuch 
a law most ofthe papers in the East 
could be mulcted in heavy damages 
on the compiaint of San Franciswo. 
In theory the laws of this State recog- 
nize no difference of race or color, but 
in practice we discriminate in favor 
of the Chinese, for perjury in 
them is considered a venial fault 
searcely worth notiving, and as 
aliens they bavea txiple protection— 
that of the State, of the United States 
through its own law officers,and of 
their own Government through its 
consular service. How they have 
abused this protection, even using our 
courts for purposes of coercion or 
blackmail, is familiar to every one, 
and ignorance of it is inexcusable ina 
paper which pretendsto mold public 
opinion.
